Announcement of Designation of John E. Ingersoll as 
United States Representative to the Commission. 
January 12, 1970 


The President today announced the designation of 
John E. Ingersoll as the Representative of the United 
States on the Commission on Narcotic Drugs of the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council of the United Nations. He will 
succeed Harry J. Anslinger who has resigned. 

Ingersoll, 40, is currently the Director of the Bureau 
of Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs in the Department of 
Justice, a position he will continue to hold. He was 
eraduated from the University of California at Berkeley in 
1956. 

In 1957, he joined the Oakland (California) Police 
Force advancing to become the Director of Planning 
and Research. He then became the Director of Field 
Services for the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police in 1961. From 1966 until 1968 he was the Chief 
of Police of Charlotte, N.C. 

In May of 1968, Ingersoll was appointed Assistant 
Director of the Office of Law Enforcement Assistance at 
the Department of Justice, a position he held until receiv- 
ing his current assignment in August of that year. 

Ingersoll is married to the former Ramona Choins and 
they have four children. 


United States Ambassador to Sweden 


Announcement of Intention To Nominate Dr. 
Jerome H. Holland of Virginia. January 12,1970 


The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate Dr. Jerome H. Holland of Hampton, Va., to be 
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United States Ambassador to Sweden. He will succeed 
William W. Heath, who has resigned. 

Holland, 54, is president of Hampton Institute, Hamp- 
ton, Va. He was graduated from Cornell University in 
1939 and received his masters degree from that school in 
1941. He received a Ph. D. in sociology from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania in 1950. 

From 1939 until 1942, Holland was an instructor in 
sociology and physical education at Lincoln (Pennsyl- 
vania) University. He then became the director of per- 
sonnel for Yard 4 of the Sun Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company, Chester, Pa. In 1947, he accepted the posi- 
tion of director of the division of political and social 
sciences at Tennessee A & I State University. From 1951 
until 1953, Holland served as a social research consultant 
for the Pew Memorial Foundation in Philadelphia. 

Previous to assuming his current position at Hampton 
Institute, Holland served for 7 years as president of Del- 
aware State College in Dover, Del. He also holds posi- 
tions on the Board of Trustees of Cornell University and 
the Board of Corporation of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 

An All-American during his undergraduate days at 
Cornell, Holland is a member of the National Football 
Hall of Fame. 

He is married to the former Laura Mitchell and they 
have two children. 


United States Attorney for Southern 
District of New York 


Announcement of Recess Appointment of 


Whitney North Seymour, Jr. January 12, 1970 


The President today “announced the recess appoint- 
ment of Whitney North Seymour, Jr., of New York City, 
to be U.S. Attorney for the southern district of New York. 
He will replace Robert Morgenthau. 

He was originally nominated on December 17, 1969. 
Seymour, 46, has been with the law firm of Simpson, 
Thacher and Bartlett since 1961, He is a graduate of 
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Princeton University and received his law degree from 
Yale University Law School in 1950. He was with the 
law firm of Simpson, Thacher and Bartlett from 1950 
to 1953, when he became the Assistant U.S. District At- 
torney for the southern district of New York. He returned 
to that firm in 1956 and remained there until 1959, when 
he joined the State Commission on Governmental Op- 
erations of the city of New York and State Commission 
of Investigations. He served as a New York State senator 
from the 26th District of Manhattan from 1966 to 1968. 
Seymour is married and has two children. 


Commission on Civil Rights 


Announcement of Recess Appointment of 
Manuel Ruiz, Jr., to the Commission. 


January 12, 1970 


The President today announced the recess appointment 
of Manuel Ruiz, Jr., of Los Angeles, Calif., to be a mem- 
ber of the Commission on Civil Rights. He succeeds 
Hector Garcia. He was nominated for this position on 
October 8, 1969. 

Ruiz, 61, is engaged in the private practice of law in 
Los Angeles specializing in international conflicts of law. 
In addition, he is a member of the Legal Aid Foundation 
of Los Angeles. He is a graduate of the University of 
Southern California and received his law degree from 
the same institution. 

During the period in which he has been active in the 
legal profession he has also served as the founder of 
several Mexican-American societies such as the Mexican- 
American Manpower Opportunities Project, the Mexi- 
can-American Education Resources Information Service, 
the Mexican-American Western Economic and Social 
Development Corporation, and he has served as the chair- 


man of the Coordinating Council for Latin American 
Youth. 


Federal Trade Commission 


The President’s Remarks at the Swearing In of Caspar 
W. Weinberger as Chairman, With Mr. Weinberger’s 
Response. January 13,1970 


Tue Preswent. Before the swearing in, I would like to 
Say a personal word. I know the new Chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission. I have known him for, I 
think, over 20 years. 
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I have known him as one who has been and could be 
an enormous success in private practice of law, who has 
a distinguished career in State government, and one who 
now comes to the Federal service as well qualified as any 
man who has ever received an appointment from this 
administration. 

I know these are glowing words but they are deserved 
in the case of Caspar Weinberger and we are most for- 
tunate that we were able to get him and his wife to leave 
California, a State which they love, as I do, to come to 
Washington and to take this very important assignment 
as Chairman of the Federal Trade Commission. 

Judge Fickling will administer the oath and Mrs. Wein- 
berger will hold the Bible.

L. Fickling of the District of Columbia Court of Appeals.} 

Tue Preswent. Mr. Chairman, you seldom have an 
opportunity to say a word at the White House because this 
is an independent agency. It is supposed to be independent. 

But in any event, you can say a word now, if you like. 

CHAIRMAN WEINBERGER. Thank you very much, sir. 
That was very nice of you. 

I was advised in very certain terms that it was an in- 
dependent agency during the confirmation hearings, and 
I am glad to be readvised of it at this time. 

I would like to say just one very brief word, and that 1s, 
that a great many members of the press have asked me 
why I took this position. I have tended to respond each 
time that it is because the President is a very persuasive 
man. I think they have always assumed that it was be- 
cause I meant he spoke very persuasively, which he does. 

What I also meant was that he is very persuasive by his 
example. He was nice enough to say that we had known 
each other for 20 years. During that 20-year period, I have 
been constantly impressed by the example he has set of a 
man who has been willing to devote his whole life to the 
service of government and the service of the public. 

When asked, it seemed that I could do very little less 
than try in my small way to follow. So it is very nice indeed 
to have the opportunity to be sworn in by the President 
and the duties upon which we are about to embark are 
very substantial. 

The office is one that will require a tremendous amount 
of effort and work on my part and on the part of many 
others. 

I hope very much that at the end of the term we can 
feel that something has been accomplished in line with 
the example which the President has set for all of us for so 
long.

Announcement of Appointment of Murray 
M.Chotiner. January 13, 1970 


The President today announced the appointment of 
Murray M. Chotiner of Newport Beach, Calif., as a Spe- 
cial Counsel to the President. 

Chotiner, 60, has been serving as General Counsel for 
the Office of Special Representative for Trade Negotia- 
tions, Executive Office of the President, since April 10, 
1969. Chotiner received his law degree in 1929 from 
Southwestern University in Los Angeles, after completing 
1 year of prelegal studies at the University of California, 
Los Angeles. 

His public service includes positions as counsel for the 
California Senate committee investigating conditions in 
boarding homes for children, attorney for the California 
State Senate committee investigating conditions in homes 
for the elderly, and as secretary of a California legislative 
committee which investigated violence in a motion picture 
industry strike which occurred in the early 1940's. 

In 1942 Chotiner was chairman of the Southern Cali- 
fornia field organization for U.S. Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren’s first gubernatorial campaign. He served in a similar 
capacity in 1946 for former U.S. Senator William Know- 
land’s successful campaign and in 1952 was Knowland’s 
State campaign manager when the Senator won both 
Republican and Democratic Party nominations. 

Chotiner handled publicity for President Nixon’s first 
congressional campaign in 1946, was State campaign 
manager for the 1950 U.S. Senate campaign and national 
campaign manager in the 1952 vice presidential cam- 
paign. In 1968 he was a special assistant to the campaign 
manager. 

Chotiner has also served as campaign manager or ad- 
viser in California congressional races for Donald Jackson, 
Joseph Holt, Glenard Lipscomb, and Norris Poulson. 

Chotiner is married to the former Mimi Nemeth and 
they have three children.

South Florida Jetport 


Statement by the President on an Agreement Governing 
Future Airport Construction in the South Florida Area. 
January 15, 1970 


The agreement governing future airport construction 
in the south Florida area is an outstanding victory for 
conservation. Airport facilities already constructed on the 
site near the Everglades National Park will be used as 
temporary training facilities only. The training opera- 
tion itself will proceed under exacting environmental 
safeguards, and will be shut down as soon as an accept- 
able alternate site is available. 

I congratulate Secretary Volpe, Secretary Hickel, Gov- 
ernor Kirk, the Dade County Port Authority, and the 
private organizations and individual citizens whose hard 
work and concern for our environment made this agree- 
ment possible. 


The agreement affirms the need to conserve our natural 
heritage; it does not deny the need for new airport facili- 
ties in Florida. The Federal Government will cooperate 
in finding ways to create such facilities without new 
threats to the environment. 


We have learned that the development of major facili- 

ties, such as a regional jetport, may have widespread en- 
vironmental and social consequences that cannot wisely 
be left entirely to local initiative and local decision. I am 
directing Secretary Volpe to consider the merits of legis- 
lation which will insure adequate representation of the 
national interest in the development of regional airports. 
This is part of the broad new approach we must take 
to make certain that our environment is treated with 
greater wisdom and care. 
NOTE: Secretary of the Interior Walter J. Hickel and Secretary of 
Transportation John A. Volpe met with reporters at the White 
House to announce the reaching of the agreement which would be 
signed in Miami on January 16, 1970. 


The White House also released the following fact sheet on the 
agreement: 


Jetport Fact SHEET 


An agreement governing future airport construction in the 
south Florida area was reached by the Department of Transporta- 
tion and the Department of the Interior, the State of Florida, 
the Dade County Port Authority, and Collier County. 
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1. This agreement is effective for 3 years, after which time it 
may be renewed by mutual consent. 

9. Facilities already constructed on the site in the Big Cypress 
swamp area adjacent to the Everglades will be used only as a one- 
runway airport for flight training. Strict environmental safeguards 
will govern flight training operations. The Department of the 
Interior and the Department of Transportation will jointly monitor 
the effect of the training operation on the environment. 

3. The Federal Government has the option to discontinue train- 
ing operations upon 90 days notice if they “endanger Everglades 
National Park or neighboring human resources.” 

4. The agreement recognizes the need for “a South Florida re- 
gional airport” to be completed before the end of this decade. 

5. The Port Authority will immediately begin a search to relocate 
the commercial airport site presently located in the Big Cypress 
swamp adjacent to the Everglades. Quarterly reports of its efforts 
and progress will be made to the Federal Government after which 
they may be made available to the public. There is a 90-day 
termination of the agreement in the event the Departments con- 
sider that the county is in default in diligently attempting to locate 
asite for a regional airport. 

6. When such a regional airport site has been acquired, priority 
will be given to the construction of training facilities and when 
these facilities have been completed, all training operations con- 
ducted at the present airport will be transferred to that site. 

7. The Department of Transportation and the Department of 
the Interior will coordinate their efforts in the selection of the 
alternate site and in the protection of the natural heritage in the 
Everglades National Park and the entire south Florida region. 

8. Miami International Airport, near downtown Miami, already 
is operating at more than its rated capacity of 437,000 takeoffs and 
landings a year. During 1968, there were 445,000 operations at 
Miami International. About one-fourth of these were for airline 
training purposes. 

9. Dade County Port Authority figures shows that by 1980 the 
area will need facilities for nearly 750,000 take-offs and landings a 
year. Dade County officials have told Federal officials that it is not 
possible to expand Miami International Airport to meet these future 
needs. 


Environmental Safeguards 

The environmental safeguards for the present training facility 
include: 

—That no flights using the training facility would be made at less 


than 5,000 feet over the National Park, except when instrument 
flight rules prevail. 


—Culverts at the airport must be of sufficient size to maintain 
the historic water flow. 

—The fueling of aircraft at the facility is prohibited, except 
on an emergency basis. 

—The use of detergents, pesticides, and the like is prohibited 
except on written consent of the United States. 

—Further drainage within the present site is prohibited. 

—Disposal of solid wastes at the site is prohibited. 

—Sewage and waste treatment is subject to applicable water 
quality standards and additional criteria that the United 
States and Florida may establish.
